NINE CIO SHOE STRIKE 
LEADERS GET JAIL TERMS 


Five-Month Sentences Imposed at Lewiston. 
Me., for Conspiracy to Injure 
Firm’s Business.

LEWISTON, Me., June 7.—Supe- 
rior Court Judge Arthur Chapman 
today sentenced nine Committee for 
Industrial Organization supporters 
in the Lewiston-Auburn shoe strike 


to five months in jail and fined 
them. $100 and costs each on con- 
victions of conspiring to injure the 
business of the Charles Cushman 
Co., one of the 19 factories involved 
in the more than two months old 
shoe strike. 

C I O counsel said appeals would 
be taken. 

Those sentenced were: Paul 
Doyle, Auburn shoe worker, and 
these Massachusetts organizers: 
William E. Thornton of Swamps- 
cott; John D. Noland, George Kan- 
dor and Paul Salvaggio, all of Bos- 
ton; William J. Mackesy, Martin 
Lawless, William B. Mahan and 
Mrs. Mary Dauphine, all of Lynn. 

Four of those sentenced, Nolan, 
Salvaggio, Mackesy and Lawless, 
already were serving six-month 


jail sentences for contempt of court. 
They were convicted of violating a 
Supreme Court injunction which 
declared the strike illegal. 

The Cushman Shoe Co. conspir- 
acy charges were filed April 2 when 
the Lewiston Chief of Police, John 
A. Ashton, swore out warrants 
charging that four Cushman em- 
ployes had been compelled to go to 
C I O headquarters and forced to 
remain there until they agreed to 
join the C I O affiliated United 
Shoe Workers of America. 

The Supreme Court injunction 
was issued April 20. In granting 
the injunction against the shoe 
strike Justice Harry Manser de- 
clared: “The trouble is that the 
union came here and undertook to 
institute itself as a bargaining 
agency before it was a duly consti- 
tuted agent . . . the union should 
have proceeded in the method pro- 
vided in the Wagner Act and made 
certain that they had the required 
percentage of workers before they 
called the strike.”

FOUR MEN LEFT 
ALONE AT PLE 


Russians Settle Down for 
Year on Ice Flow, to 
Make Observations for 
Air Route. 


By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, June 7.—Four Rus- | 
sians and a dog settled down today | 


the top of the world for a series of | 
weather observations preliminary to | 
the establishment of an air route, 
from Moscow to San Francisco. 

Their comrades, having set up the | 
camp for them May 21, took off in | 
airplanes at 3:30 a. m. yesterday. | 
Three of the four planes reached | 
the Soviet expedition’s base at Ru- 
dolf Island, 560 miles away, on | 
schedule, 5% hours later. The 
fourth was down near the eighty- 
fifth parallel, about 350 miles from 
the pole. The stranded plane had | 
given part of its gasoline supply to | 
the other three so they might finish | 
the flight. | 

After reaching Rudolf Island, Dr. | 
Otto J. Schmidt, director of the | 
expedition, wirelessed Moscow that | 
A. I. Alexiev, pilot of the fourth | 
plane, “already has prepared a, 
field for a take-off to be made as, 
soon as we can send him fuel.” 

Schmidt radioed: “All work of ar- | 
ranging our polar station having | 
been finished, the official opening 
was held at 2 o’clock this morning 
under a bright Polar sun. A short 
meeting was completed with the 
raising of the Red flag and cheers 
for Stalin.” 

They ,had put in two weeks of 
intensive labor to prepare the camp | 
for the four they left behind at “the 
birthplace of weather” to make the | 
observations that will provide data 
for long-range forecasting and ease 
the way for Arctic flights. 

Ivan Papinin, veteran of the 
Arctic, was leader of the group 
which will live on the polar drifts 
for a year.

EXECUTIVE BOARD 
RECOMMENDS STEP 


Amendment Proposed to 
Open Membership _ to 
Business Office and Cir- 


culation Employes. 


Newspaper men from most of the 
principal cities of the country met 
at Hotel Statler today in the annual 
convention of the American News- 
paper Guild, trade labor organiza- 
tion of editorial department work- 
ers, Which was organized four years 
ago and now has about 10,000 mem- 
bers. 

Delegates to the convention, num- 
bering 110, received at the opening 
session the report of the Guild’s 
international executive board rec- 
ommending that it affiliate with 


the John L. Lewis Committee for 
Industrial Organization. Heywood 
Broun, columnist, who has been 
president of the Guild since its in- 
ception, said he would ask that con- 
sideration of this, and other pro- 


posals of the executive board, be 
deferred until tomorrow’s session. 


C I O Organizer Speaks. 


Most of today’s meetings were to | 
be devoted to preliminary details | 
and appointment of committees 
which will function for the conven- 
tion. Sessions will be held each day 
until Friday, when officers will be 
elected and the convention will con- | 
clude with a meeting of the newly 
elected executive board. 

Welcoming the delegates at the| 
opening meeting this morning were: | 
Thomas B. Sherman, president of | 
the St. Louts Newspaper Guild, and | 
William Sentner, organizer for the 
C I O United Electrical and Radio | 


| Workers of America and leader of | 


recent strikes at the Emerson and | 
Jo- | 
tra] Trades and Labor Union, who 
had been named as a greéter, failed 
to show up. No explanation was of- 
fered for the absence of Clark, an 
A. F. of L. man. 

Sentner said the guild was to be 
congratulated on its refusal to par- 
ticipate in the recent American 
Federation of Labor Council at Cin- 
cinnati. -The guild had taken “a 
frank and honest stand to combat 
the labor-splitting tactics of the A. 
F. of L.,” he declared. 

At the request of Broun the 
delegates stood in silence for a 
minute in respect for the seven steel 
workers killed in the recent Chica- 
go strike riot. A resolution, intro- 
duced by Morris Watson, former 
Associated Press employe and cen- 
tral figure in the Supreme Court 
decision on the Wagner Labor Re- 
lations Act, protesting the “muvr- 
der’ of the seven steel workers and 
calling for the indictment of “police 
and others responsible” was adopt- 
ed unanimously. 

Report Attacks A, F. of L. 


The Guild’s support of the C I O 
movement, although it has not been 
formally affiliated with that group, 
is indicated in the executive board’s 
report which holds that the A. F. of 
L. is becoming an obstructor in 
the labor movement, “even a tool 
of employers.” 


“Freed at last from the apathy 
and defeatism of the leadership of 
the American Federation of Labor,” 
the report states, “wage earners in 
all walks of life are organizing, or- 
ganizing, organizing. Strikes haye 
been waged, and victories won. With 
a vast prospect still ahead, organi- 
zation of workers is taking place 
at a pace never before approached. 

“Until very recently there have 
been progressive trade unionists 
who thought, or, at least, who had 
not abandoned hope, that unity 
might be established on. the basis 
of progressive principles, upon ac- 
ceptances by the American Federa- 
tion of Labor of the principle of in- 
dustrial organization, at least in 
the mass industries. But as the 
policies and successes of the CI O 
have made more evident the fact 
that CI O, rather than the A. F. of 
L., ig the medium by which Ameri- 
can workers of today choose to ad- 
vance, the A. F. of L. itself, through 
its top leadership, has cut itself 
off more and more from _ those 
workers, and has presumed to 
speak in their behalf, while actually 
playing the game of the employ- 
ers.”

She Rose to Stardom 
Overnight — Husband, 
Paul Bern, Killed Self.

LOS ANGELES, June 7.—Jean 


Harlow, movie actress, died at 11:37 | 
a. m. today at the Good Samaritan | 


Hospital. She was 26 years old. 


At the bedside were her mother, | 


Mrs. Jean Bello, and William Pow- 
ell, movie actor, who had been the 
actress’ companion regularly at 
parties in recent months. 

Miss Harlow was the first of the 
“platinum blondes.” Two years ago, 
however, she suddenly let her hair 
change back to a light brown. 

Earlier today, Dr. E. C. Fish- 
baugh, her physician, had said a 
cerebral oedema followed acute 
uremic poisoning and that she was 
unconscious. He said the Los An- 
geles Fire Department was using 
an inhalator to restore her flag- 
ging respiration. “There does not 
appear to be much chance to save 
her life,” he added. 


“Every known method of elimin- 
ating the poison is being used,” Dr. 
Fishbaugh said. “Dr. L. S. Chap- 
man and I have worked incessant- 
ly for hours. She has had two 
blood transfusions and intravenous 
solutions have been administered, 
but her pulse is growing weaker 
hourly. 

“She has been placed in an oxy- 
gen tent, but has shown no sign of 
rallying.” She never regained con- 
sciousness, 

Dr. Fishbaugh said the complica- 
tion of cerebral oedema was a 
swelling of the brain. 


Taken lll May 29. 


Miss Harlow was taken ill 
May 29. She had been working on 
a picture with Clark Gable. Her 
illness generally became known 
June 3 when her mother, Mrs. 
Bello, said she was suffering from 
inflammation of the gall bladder. 
At that time an attending physi- 
cian said she had a cold. 

The actress was not taken to a 
hospital at first, Mrs. Bello said, 
because it was considered too wear- 
ing on her to be moved. Two 
nurses have been in attendance 
constantly. 

“Jean’s illness was sudden,” Mrs. 
Bello _ said. “Saturday morning 
(May 29) before going to the studio 
she complained of feeling miserable 
and in pain, but she insisted on 
working. When she told me later 
in the day, over the telephone, that 
she felt no better, I went to the 
studio and brought her home.” 

It was her third illness this year. 
Returning from a personal appear- 
ance tour in the East, she suffered 
an attack of influenza last Febru- 
ary. Early in April, she was in the 
after having wisdom 
teeth extracted.

The family, when she was 10 
years old, moved to. Hollywood, 
where her father continued his 
practice in dentistry. She went to 
school there and later to Barstow 
School at Kansas City and Ferry 
Hall, girls’ school, in Chicago's 
North Shore suburb of Lake For- 
est. 

She returned to Hollywood in 
1927 and obtained parts in several 
Hal Roach comedies. Her grand- 
father happened to see one of them 
in Kansas City. When he recog- 
nized his granddaughter, he raged 
all the way to a telegraph office. 
His wire threatened to disinherit 
her, and brought her and her moth- 
er back to Kansas City. 

First Married at 16. 

By this time Miss Harlow was 
started on her marital as well as her 
movie career. At the age of 16 she 
had married Charles F. McGrew II, 
wealthy Chicago broker, whom she 
met while at Ferry Hall. That was 
on Sept. 21, 1927, and although they 
were not divorced until Jan. 30, 1931, 
they had separated before she re- 
turned to Hollywood in January of

PAUL, June 7.—Application 
of defendants in Kansas City (Mo.) 
election fraud cases for leave to 
file a petition for a writ of man- 
damus to bar United States Dis- 
trict Judge Merrill E. Otis, from 
presiding at their trials was denied 
by the Eighth District Federal Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals this after- 
noon. 

Government and defense attor- 
neys from Kansas City argued the 
case today before Judges John B. 
Sanborn, St. Paul; Wilbur F. Booth, 
Minneapolis, and Joseph W. Wood- 
rough, Omaha. The defendants’ 
move was an attempt to force Judge 
Otis to accept defense affidavits 
that he was prejudiced and to dis- 
qualify himself from presiding at 
vote fraud trials. 

Defense counsel emphasized that 
the proceedings were extraordinary 
in that the United States District 
Attorney’s office at Kansas City 
asked that the court give permis- 
sion to file the petition for a writ 
of mandamus in response to two re- 
quests made by Judge Otis who 
urged that his right to preside be 
determined. 

The Appelate Court was asked to 
rule on the right of the defense to 
apply for the writ of mandamus 
and defer consideration of the mer- 
its of the affidavits of prejudice 
until appeals in finished and pend- 
ing cases come before it. ; 

Twenty-six defendants are in- 
volved in the cases awaiting trial 
or postponed pendng appeals based 
on legal issues. The next case is 
set for trial June 21 and the ruling 
today in effect permits Judge Otis 
to preside.

INTEREST RATE UP 
UN U. 5. NOTE ISSUE 


Half of $800,000,000 Borrow- 
ing to Carry 1 3-4 
Per Cent. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 7. — The 
Treasury increased the interest rate 
on its notes yesterday to the high- 
est level in three years. 

No official explanation of the new 
rates was available. Observers re- 
called, however, the break in the 
market for Government securities 
in March and early April, which 
forced the Federal Reserve Board 
to bolster the market with more 
than $100,000,000 worth of open mar- 
ket purchases. 

Secretary Morgenthau announced 
the $800,000,000 of borrowing sched- 
uled for June 15 would be accom- 
plished through the sale of $400,000,- 
000 worth of 1% per cent notes due 
Sept. 15, 1939, and $400,000,000 worth 
of 1% per cent note due March 15, 
1942, 

The 1% per cent rate on the four- 
year and nine months notes com- 
pared with a 1% per cent rate at 
which five-year notes were sold last 
December and was the highest since 
a 2% per cent issue of five-year 
notes was sold in June, 1934. 

Morgenthau, who fixed the rates 
after conferences with the Federal 
Reserve Board, was understood to 
believe that the rates were the cor- 
rect levels in the present situation. 

About $300,000,000 of the proceeds 
of the new notes will be used to re- 
tire maturing Treasury bilis, and 
the remaining $500,000,000—which 
will be the net addition to the Fed- 
eral debt—will be used to replenish 
the Treasury’s cash working bal- 
ance.

HENDAYE, French - Spanish 
Frontier, June 7.—A fleet of 63 in- 


surgent planes bombed the suburb 
of Lezama, two miles from Bilbao, 
today. 

The attack was tne chief develop- 
ment of a general resumption of ac 
tivity on the Basque front. No es- 
timate of the damage was given in 
dispatches reaching here. 

Communiques of both sides re 
ported their forces were in a strug- 
gle for the strategic highway junc- 
tion at Lemona, seven miles from 
Bilbao. The insurgents declared, 
“The hill is entirely in our hands,” 
while the Government asserted, 
“The enemy tried to attack our po 
sitions on the hill but was easily 
repulsed.” 

Report of Heavy Losses. 

Six thousand Government soldiers 
have been, killed in the last few 
days, the insurgent communique 
declared, as operations were re- 
sumed after Gen. Fidel Davila took 
over the command of Gen. Emilio 
Mola, who was killed when his 
plane crashed into a mountain. 

The insurgent attack Wada aou- 
ble objective of controlling the com- 
manding peaks near the valuable 
Lemona coal mines and the com- 
munications center at Galdacano, 
two miles beyond. The insurgents 
pressed against Galdacano from 
Larrabezua in the Lezama sector 
to the northeast.

Archduke Otto Sees Battle. 

The fighting at Lemona was 
watched by Archduke Otto of 
Hapsburg, claimant of the non-ex- 
istent Austrian throne. He stood 
on a hilltop and watched insurgent 
guns and planes attack the Basque 
lines. 

Only a few miles away, at Le 
quieto, Otto spent a year of his ex- 
iled boyhood in a castle which ex- 
King Alfonso of Spain placed at 
the disposal of the homeless Em- 
press Zita and her family. Otto’s 
father, the Emperor Karl, died in 
exile in 1922. 

Otto‘s tour was said to have no 
political significance. It was said 
that he had reached Spain four 
days ago to visit his uncle, 32-yeare 
old Prince Gaetan of Bourbon-Par- 
ma, who was wounded recently 
while fighting in the insurgent 
ranks. Otto was accompanied on 
his tour of the front by another 
uncle, Prince Xavier of Bourbon- 
Parma, who, as well as Gae, as 
the wounded Prince was known to 
his comrades, is a brother of Zita. 


Italy Does Not Accept British Pro- 
posals in Full. 
By the Associated Press. 

ROME, June 6.—Sources close to 
the Government said today that 
Premier Bénito Mussolini, in the 
Italian reply to Britain’s Spanish 
neutrality proposals, reserved Italy’s 
right to take independent action in 
caSe of further attacks on Italian 
warships in Spanish waters. 

Mussolini, it was stated, agreed 
“in principle” with Britain’s third 
point—for consultation among com- 
manders of the foreign patrol ships 
around Spain if any of them is at- 
tacked.

(CALLS MINIMUM PAY

He Says of Measure. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 7.—John L. 
Lewis threw the support of his 
Committee for Industrial Organi- 
‘gation behind the administration’s 
wage and hour legislation today, 
but he opposed what he called 
“wage-fixing” contrary to “Ameri- 


can precedent and practice.” 

He made it clear in testifying be- 
fore a joint congressional commit- 
tee, that he principally objected 
to any Government control, or 
regulation, or wages above bare 
minimum pay rates. As an ex- 
ample, he said he would not want 
the Government to attempt to de- 

termine a “fair wage” in the 
mining industry and possibly order 

a reduction. 

“That would destroy all our ef- 
forts at collective bargaining” he 
said. 

William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, tes- 

tified Friday that he was for mini- 

“mum wage schedules, but he 
deemed any effort to establish gen- 
eral wage standards violative of 
“the cardinal principle of self-gov- 
ernment in private industry.” He 
urged that as rapidly as possible 
the Government turn over the job 
of wage and hour contro] to organ- 
ized labor. 

Lewis said that a nation-wide 
minimum standard of wages and 
hours was necessary to increase 
purchasing power and spread em- 
ployment, but quickly added: 

“We should adhere, I am _ con- 
vinced, to the minimum basic wage 
as a fundamental right of em- 
ployes, and not confuse or impede 
progress by experiments in wage- 
fixing as such.” 

He said the part of the measure 
to which he objected would author- 
ize a labor standards board to es- 
tablish “a fair wage” commensu- 
rate with “the value of the service 
or class of service rendered” in in- 
dustries where collective bargain- 
ing is ineffective. 


“Such Procedure Confusing.” 

“It may be that the intent is the 
laudable one, based on British and 
Canadian experience, to require all 
workers in an occupation or indus- 
try to conform to the wage stand- 
ards established by a_ substantial 
majority of the workers in an in- 
dustry,” Lewis testified. 

“But be this as it may, such a 
procedure to say the least is very 
confusing and extremely difficult 
of application. 

“Moreover, what is of fundamen- 
tal importance is that it is not in 
accord with American precedent or 
practice, for it amounts to a wage- 
fixing by a@ governmental agency 


He urged Congress to “hold to 
American tradition and precedent” 
by establishing the “fundamental 
principle . that every worker 
should be protected by a minimum 
wage” determined without refer- 
ence to collective bargaining con- 
ditions in the industry. 


Suggest $14 a Week Minimum. 

Lewis suggested minimum pay 
should be 40 cents an hour for a 
35 hour week, or $14 a week. He 
noted that the annual wage under 
these standards would be about 
$700, which he described as a “ma- 
terial benefit to thousands, pos- 
sibly even millions, of American 
workers,” but added: “It would 
be a calamity if such a wage mini- 
mum as that referred to should in 
any way be construed as a living 
wage,” 

Lewis suggested undesirable ri- 
gidity in labor standards could be 
avoided by giving the board power 
to expand the work-week to 40 
hours or reduce it to 30 hours, 
whenever such changes may seem 
justified. 

He opposed the establishment of 
lower pay for women than for 
men, or any wage differential based 
On geography.

gets an inferior type of housing,” 
Lewis said. 

“Unfortunate Condition.” 
“Certainly the Government can- 
not put its approval upon this un- 
fortunate condition. The Southern 
worker is entitled to as good a 
standard of living as the Northern 
worker. And, if the standard is to 
be the same, I reiterate, there is 
absolutely no ground for believing 
that its cost would be less in the 
South than in the North.” 

In reply to fast questioning by 
committee members, Lewis con- 
tended minimum standards should 
be enforced in every business “even 
if it hires only one worker.” 
Striking at the “wage-fixing” 
clause of the bill, he asserted, “I see 
endless confusion if this section is 
enacted, and a drift toward the fix- 
ing of all wages by the Federal 
Government.” 

“For example, I wouldn’t want 
the board to have power to go into 
the mining industry, find that pay 
is higher than a ‘fair wage, and 
order a reduction,” Lewis explained. 
“That would destroy all our efforts 
at collective bargaining.” 

Lewis warned the committee that 
the bill would be successful “only 
in the degree in which it fits into 
the larger program” of social legis- 
lation. 


“Political Strength Necessary.” 


“The lack of understanding 
among the privileged and seques- 
tered groups of our people,” he said, 
“as to the spontaneous upswing of 
labor today towards organization 
and collective, co-operative, con- 
structive action is indeed one of 
the most deplorable aspects of con- 
temporary American life. 


“Our industrial “workers. are 
forced by contemporary develop- 
ments to the _ conclusion that 
American industrial leadership has 
not grown in knowledge and wis- 
dom and has nothing more to of- 
fer than a repetition -f our de- 
plorable experiences of the late 
twenties.” 


Only the firm establishment of | 
organized labor can insure “perm- 
anent prosperity for all groups in 
America,” Lewis continued. 

“The workers also are con- 
vinced,” he said, “that political 
strength is necessary so that in- 
dustrial planning under Federal 
auspices may be possible.” 

Lewis made one reference to the 
current steel strike, contending the 
Bethlehem Steel Co., “the low-wage 
firm in the steel industry,” was 
“behind the Youngstown Sheet & 
Tube and the Republic Steel Co.” in 
resisting collective bargaining. 


For Tariff Protection. 


In reply to queries by Represent- 
ative Connery (Dem.), Massachu- 
setts, he testified that he did not 
believe the higher labor standards 
would open the American market 
to foreign competition. He said the 
labor organizations he represents 
would not oppose a provision en- 
abling the President to raise tar- 
iffs against “unfair” foreign com- 
petition.

WASHINGTON, June 7.—Ameri- 


can scientists, encamped on lonely 
little Canton Island in the mid- 
Pacific, spent yesterday making 
last minute adjustments to tons of 
intricate equipment poised to catch 
the secrets of the sun in-Tuesday’s 


total eclipse. 

Radioed word came to the Navy 
Department and the National Geo- 
graphic Society headquarters here 
that the joint expedition of sky- 
watchers had completed their set 
up to record the longest total 
eclipse in more than 1200 years. 

At Canton, a dot of coral and 
sand, 5000 miles southwest of San 
Francisco, where only big, tame 
rats and hermit crabs keep com- 
pany with the 15 scientists, radio 
engineers and artists and a group 
of New Zealand observers, the ex- 
pedition prepared to view a totality 
enduring three minutes and 33 
seconds. 

A principal objective is to photo- 
graph the Corona, a pearly halo ex- 
tending millions of miles outward 
from the sun, but visible only dur- 
ing a total eclipse, so that clews to 
its composition may be caught.

CLEVELAND, June 7.—The skull 
and bones found in a burlap sack 
under a Cuyahoga River bridge late 
yesterday are those of a ninth vic- 
tim of Cleveland’s so-called “mad 


slayer of Kingsbury Run,” police 
reported today. 

The announcement came follow- 
ing a microscopic examination of 
the skeleton by Dr. T. Wingate 
Todd, professor of anatomy at 
Western Reserve University, who 
assisted Coroner S. R. Gerber in 
making the examination. The ex- 
amination disclosed the _ skeleton 
was that of a Negro woman. 

Detectives pointed out it was the 
first time the killer had used quick- 
lime to conceal the identity of a 
victim. A scrap of newspaper in 
the bag indicated the body had 
been disposed of after June 5, 1936.

CHICAGO, June 7.—Evacuation 
of non-striking employes of the Re- 
public Steel Corporation, housed in 
the South Chicago plant, was de- 
layed by Mayor Edward J. Kelly 
today pending reinspection of liv- 
ing conditions there by health and 
‘housing officials. 

The reinspection was agreed on 
after the company had shunted 21 
Pullman cars into the plant, to be 
used in housing workers, estimated 
at 1400, all of whom have been 
sleeping on cots placed in the wire 
factory since other employes 
struck. 

Mayor Kelly directed plant offi- 
cials Saturday to have the men re- 
moved from their living quarters by 
12:30 p. m. today, saying an inspec- 
tion had determined that sections of 
the city health and housing codes 
have been violated. 

His order staying the evacuation 
was issued today after a two-hour 
conference with company authori- 
ties, police executives and the city 
corporation counsel 

A spokesman for the conference 
said company representatives re- 
ported health and housing condi- 
tions were now being complied with, 
and the new inspection was ordered. 

Strike pickets estimated by police 
at 100, gathered near the Republic 
Plant as the evacuation deadline 
approached. : 

Payday at the Plant. 

Today was payday at the Repub- 
lic plant—payday for both striking 
and non-strikera. Strikers who have 
pay coming will collect their checks 
at a paymaster’s window outside 
the mills fence inclosure. Non- 
strikers will be paid off inside the 
_ plant. 

Striking steel workers massed to- 
day for a brief demonstration at 
the Indiana Harbor (Ind.) plants of 
the Inland Steel and Youngstown 
Sheet & Tube Companies.

Two men were drowned in the 


Meramec River a mile and a half | 


below the Lemay Ferry road bridge 
at 4:30 p. m. yesterday when an 
outboard motorboat in which they 
were riding capsized. 


The body of Ambrose TieFenbrunn, | 


23-year-old bricklayer, of Jeffer- 


son County, was recovered from 
shallow water 200 feet downstream 
at noon today. TieFenbrunn had 
gone for a ride yesterday in the 
boat, which he partly owned, with 
Aloysius Ulrich, 29, a hodcarrier, 
also of Jefferson County, and rela- 
tives assumed Ulrich was the oth- 
er victim. The body had not been 
found this afternoon. 

William Nivin, 19, a clerk living 
at the Downtown Y. M. C. A., tried 
to rescue the men. He had swam 
across the river, having noticed the 
boat, in which both men, _ fully 
dressed, were seated in the stern. 
As he reached the bank, he heard 
the motor roar, and saw the boat 
had overturned in midstream and 
the men were clinging to it. 

“They let go of the boat and it 


couldn’t understand why they let 
go. Maybe they thought they could 
swim ashore. 

“I dived back in and went to one 
man who was swimming around in 
circles. After a struggle, 1 quieted 
him and started to bring him in, 
but he was so heavy I became ex- 
hausted, and when I felt him be- 
come limp, I let him go. Then I 
heard the other man crying for 
help and swam out to him. But 
when I was three feet from him, 
he went down. I dived after him 
several times, but couldn’t find 
him.”

Tiefenbrunn lived at Arnold, a 
mile south of the bridge, and Ulrich 
at Breezy Heights, three miles 
south of it. They were employed 
by Tiefenbrunn’s father, 
Tiefenbrunn, a contractor. 

Tifenbrunn’s body was recovered 
by his brother, Ray, and a broth- 
er-in-law, Henry Schwartz, who 
used grappling hooks. A profession- 
al diver was hired to continue the 
search for the other body.

LENT EMPLOYES 
TO LEGSLATURE 


Secretary of State Brown 
Turned Over Two Clerks 
Winn 


and Treasurer 
‘“Two or Three.” 


JEFFERSON CITY, June 7. — 
Further instances of evasion of: 
the constitutional provision § that 
neither house of the Legislature 
may employ more than 75 persons 
came to light today when it was 
established that heads of several 
State executive departments have 
permitted employes on the: payroll 
| of their departments to work for 
the Legislature. 

Among employes lent to the Leg- 
islature, were four on the payroll 
of the State Game and Fish De- 
partment, which derives its reve- 
nue from the license fees paid by 
sportsmen for the conservation of 
wildlife. State Game and Fish 
Commissioner Wilbur C. Buford 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter the 
four employes concerned did no 
work for his department, but that 
he had put them on the payroll, 
after the Legislature began its ses- 
sion, at the request of State Repre- 
sentatives. ' 

Those so employed are Dan Boyce 
of New Madrid County, Mrs. Ben 
Barber of Madison County, Maurice 
Bare of Gentry County and Miss 
Lucille McGlothlin of Texas Coun- 
ty. All except Boyce, who gets $90 
a month, are paid $100 a month. 

Tells of Requests. 

Boyce, Buford said, was put on 
the payroll at the request of Rep- 
resentative Jackson Davis of New 
Madrid County. Mrs. Barber is the 
wife of Representative Ben Barber 
of Madison County, who requested 
that she be put on the payroll, Bu- 
ford said. State Representative Al- 
len T. Bare of Gentry County is 
the father of Maurice Bare, anc.is 
responsible for his employment, Bu- 
ford said. Miss McGlothlin, he said, 
was put on the payroll at the re- 
quest of Representative John P, 
Moberly of Texas County. 

Secretary of State Dwight 
Brown told the Post-Dispatch he 
had lent two of his department’s 
employes to the Legislature; State 
Treasurer Robert W. Winn said 
“two or three” employes of his de- 
partment had worked for the 
Legislature on a temporary basis, 
and tate Superintendent of 
Schools Lloyd W. King told of three 
in his department. 

In addition, it was disclosed that 
about 70 employes of the State 
Board of Permanent Seat of Gov- 
ernment, which has charge of the 
capitol, now are doing work for the 
Legislature, some of them assigned 
to clerical duties. 

Pay Exceeds Legislators. 

In January, before Gov. Park was 
succeeded by Gov. Stark, the board 
authorized each House of the Leg- 
islature to appoint persons to its 
payroll, but it was understood at 
that time that those so appointed 
would be assigned to the job of 
cleaniing the Legislative chambers. 
Originally each House named about 
20. The 70 now o nthe payroll are 
paid from $3.50 to $5 a day, while 
the legislators themselves, because 
of the long session, no ware getting 
but $1 a day. 

Employes of the Secretary of 
State now working for the Legis- 
lature are J. Milton Shockley, as- 
sistant to the State Corporation 
Supervisor at $200 a month, who 
has been Assistant Secretary of 
the Senate since the session began 
Jan. 6, and Miss Doris Carr, $115- 
a-month clerk in the automobile 
registration division, who has been 
secretary of the Senate’s Ways and 
Means Committee since about the 
middle of February. 

The three paid by the depart- 
ment of the Superintendent of 
Schools who work for the Legis- 
lature, King said, are Leo Dean, 
Miss Bessie Hume, and Miss Nell 
Iman. All get $155 a month, and 
are assigned to the office of Jo- 
seph A. Bauer, chief clerk of the 
House of Representatives. King 
said he did not recall who request- 
ed that he release them from duties 
in his department to work for the 
Legislature. 

The State employes whose ser- 
vices were lent to the Legislature 
have received only their fixed sal- 
aries from the departments by 
which they have been employed, 
and have obtained no extra com- 
pensation for services as legislative 
clerks. 

As told yesterday, State Super- 
tendent of Insurance A. Emmet 
O’Malley has aided the House in de- 
touring the constitutional limita- 
tion on number of its emploves by 
permitting Miss Opal Taul, a valua- 
tion clerk in his department, to 
work in the ofice of the chief clerk 
of the House. 

The limtiation on number of em- 
ployes permitted to each House 
was written into the Constitution 
in 1931 through use of the initia- 
tive, following the legislative pay- 
roll] scandal of 1931 in which it 
was shown that the Legislature had 
employed about 1000 clerks. 

Attorney-General’s Opinion. 

Attorney-General Roy McKit- 
trick, who has been investigating 
alleged frauds in the legislative 
payroll for this session, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter he regarded 
the practice of lending employes of 
State administrative departments to 
the Legislature as contrary to State 
laws regulating appropriations. 

Appropriations to each depart- 
ment, McKittrick said, must be 
made for specific purposes of that 
department. The use of appropria- 
tions to executive departments, to 
pay salaries for persons actually 
working for the legislative branch, 
McKittrick said, was in violation of 
this law.

MEXICO, D. F., June 7.—Repre- | 


sentatives of 18,000 striking oil 
workers voted to go back to work 
today while a Federal conciliation 
poard takes over the task of arbi- 


trating strike demands. 

The 10-day strike, which crippled 
the oil industry and paralyzed 
motor traffic, moved toward a 
settlement only after President La- 
garo Cardenas intervened. The 
strikers’ representatives made their 
decision at the urging of the Presi- 


dent. 

Members of the arbitration board 
were summoned to meet today and 
receive a request from the workers 
for arbitration, which thus is auto- 


matically granted. Resumption of 


work is obligatory after such a 
request has been made. 

It was predicted the workers 
would be vranted the 40-hour week, 
an annual increase of $4,400,000 in 
wages, social benefits and vacations 
with pay which the companies had 
offered as a_ settlement. 

In the capital, largely dependent 
on bus transport, only 150 of the 
2000 busses were in operation Sun- 
day and there were. few taxicabs 
on the streets. Fully 80 per cent 
of all private automobiles remained 
in garages because of the gasoline 
shortage. 

Railways, which use 40 per cent 
of the nation’s normal daily con- 
sumption of 48,000 barrels of petro- 
leum and by-products, were prepar- 
ing to import oil to replenish their 
dwindling supplies. 

Leading business establishments 
reported their trade last week was 
only 25 to 50 per cent of normal.

ON FLOOD CONTROL 


President Thinks U. S. Should 
.Acquire Title to Floodways, 
Rent Land to Farmers. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 7.—Chair- 
man Whittington (Dem.), Missis- 
sippi, of the House Flood Commit- 
tee made public today a letter from 
President Roosevelt suggesting that 
the Government acquire title to 
land for Mississippi Valley flood- 
ways and then rent the land to 
farmers. 

The letter, written April 28, dealt 
with a report of Major-General Ed- 
ward M. Markham, chief Army En- 


gineers, recommendiing an $800,000,- 
000 flood control program in addi- 
tion to projects already authorized. 

“Mention is made of securing 
fee-simple title to floodways on the 
Mississippi River,” the President 
wrote. “It occurs to me that, in 
view of the history of previous leg- 
islation and its results, this is ad- 
visable in order that no questions 
may arise if it is found necessary 
to flood these laands. 

“At the same time, it may be well 
to consider the possibility of rent- 
ing these lands, once fee-simple ti- 


| tle

Requests Further Study. 

Because the engineers’ report 
dealt onl ywith flood control, the 
President said he had requested a 
further study of the entire question 
of floods and water conservation 
by all Government agencies con- 
cerned. He said the report should 
be ready by next Janury. 

The letter was made public soon 
after Secretary offf War Woodring 
told Whittington’s committee a $36,- 
000,000 program of levee and flood 
wall construction should be author- 
ized immediately for protection of 
cities in the Ohio Valley basin. 

The President said the Federal 
Government should not be charged 
with the cost of land necessary for 
levees, dams and reservoirs but that 
such costs should be borne by State 
and local authorities. In reference 
to flood control for the Connecticut 
Valley, the President said Congress 
had adopted a policy of having lo- 
cal interests provide the land, add- 
ing: 

“It is my understanding that the 
states of Vermont, New Hampshire, 
Massachusetts and Connecticut are 
substantially in agreement in re- 
gard to the purchase of the neces- 
sary land.” 

Division of Funds. 

Approximately $440,000,000 of the 
new program would be expended in 
the Ohio River basin; $132,000,000 in 
the Missouri River basin: $153,000,- 
000 in the middle Mississippi basin 
and $81,000,000 on the Arkansas and 
White Rivers. 

President Roosevelt has proposed 
expenditure of about $11,000,000 off 
Federal funds for emergency proj- 
ects on the Ohio in the first year, 
most of which would come from the 
$1,500,000,000 work-relief fund pend- 
ing in the Senate. 

The Federal contributions pro- 
posed for some of the cities include 
Cincinnati, $5,617,000; Paducah, Ky. 
$5,327,000; Louisville, Ky., $4,500,000: 
Newport, Ky., $1,411,000: Covington, 
Ky., $1,673,000, and Dayton, O., 
$564,000. Present plans call for ex- 
penditure of $2,000,000 the first year 
at Cincinnati, a like amount at Pa- 
ducah and $1,500,000 at Louisville.

Spanish Art Treasures 


Half of Exhibits in Barcelona Museum Sent to 
Paris—Remainder Guarded in 
Isolated Monastery. 


By the Associated Press. | 
NEW YORK, June 7.—Nearly 95 


per cent of Spain’s art treasures in 
Catalonia have been saved from de- 
struction in the civil war, Prof. 
Walter W. S. Cook of New York 
University reported last night. 

Dr. Cook, an authority on Span- 
ish art, was in Barcelona when 


fighting started last July, and has 
kept an inventory of Spanish art 
during the war. He credited the 
saving of the art objects to a Cata- 
lonian Government committee 
which organized protection for 
property of historical, artistic and 
archeological value. 

“In Barcelona,” he said, “a spe- 
cial commission was appointed to 
take over control of all local mu- 
seums. They were given the right 
to circulate freely through Cata- 
lonia, to investigate and  photo- 
graph art treasures. By special de- 
cree, all the private collections in 
Barcelona were transferred to the 


state’s Art Museum, a move which 


paralleled that of the Russians aft- 
er the revolution. 

“Half of the contents of the Mu- 
seum of Barcelona have _ been 
shipped to Paris. The rest has been 
transferred to an abandoned mon- 
astery in Northern Catalonia at 
Olot and is guarded day and night. 
The treasures of the Urado Mu- 
seum are now stored at Valencia.” 

Dr. Cook said two art experts 
were shot when they were mistaken 
for robbers while carrying art ob- 
jects rescued from burning 
churches to safety. 

“The Cathedral of Barcelona was 
saved intact,” he continued. “Ex- 
perts entered the cathedral and 
removed everything of artistic 
value to the Museum of Barcelona. 
As a result of this investigation, 
many new art objects, hitherto en- 
tirely unknown, came to light, such 
as a magnificent sword of the Con- 
stable of Portugal and a marvelous 
retable by Jaime Huguet, one of 
the finest.Catalan painters of the 
fifteenth century, which had been 
built into an altar.”

A special mirror contrivance en- 
ables Snite to see the ocean. He 
was reported to be “standing the 
trip well.” 

Stricken 14 months ago while on 
a world tour, Snite was taken from 
Peiping to Shanghai Friday, begin- 
ning his 10,000-mile trip home. He 
was carried aboard the President 
Coolidge last night. 

The vital machinery that main- 
tains respiration for Snite did not 
falter; he is paralyzed from the 
neck down and a breakdown of the 
respirator would be fatal. Only his 
head protrudes from the six-foot 
inclosed steel cylinder that contains 
mechanism to expand and contract 
his chest. 

The journey from Peiping to Chi- 
cago, necessitating attendance of 
more than a score of physicians, 
nurses and technicians to keep the 
“iron lung” operating, will cost 
about $50,000.

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CHRISTIAN SCIENTISTS 
REPORT GAINS IN YEAR 


59 New Churches and Societies 
Established; Judge C. P. Smith 
Elected President. 


By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, June 7.—Progress of 
the Christian Science Church, with 
establishment of 59 new churches 
and societies, was reported today 
at the annual meeting of the moth- 
er church, the First Church of 
Christ, Scientist. 

Judge Clifford P. Smith of New- 
ton, Mass., was elected church 
president for the coming year. Ed- 
ward L. Ripley of Brookline was 
chosen treasurer and Ezra W. Pal- 
mer of Marshalfield, clerk. 

Judge Smith has been a mem- 
ber of the mother church since 
1902 and has been in its continual 
Service since 1908 in various capac- 
ities. He has been editor of the 
Christian Science’ Journal, Sentinel 
and Herald, and, since 1932, he has 
been editor of the mother church’s 
Bureau of History and Records. 

In an address Judge Smith de- 
clared the success of an organized 
movement depends on “a good pur- 
pose, clearly stated; an intelligent 
plan for achieving this purpose and 
active co-operation by the persons 
who compose the movement.” 


Miss M. Rosamond Wright, man- 
ager of tne department of branches 
and practitioners, reported progress 
and growth of Christian Science 
throughout the world. 


“Good growth in our movement is 
shown through the organization and 
recognition of 59 new churches and 
societies as branches of the mother 
church,” she said, “and six new 
university organizations. Twenty- 
five of these branches are in Eu- 
rope, 30 in North America, two in 
Australasia, one in Africa and one 
in South America.” 


William M. Bartless, secretary of

INTER-TERRITORIAL 
FREIGHT RATE PLAN 


Roosevelt Submits T V A Re- 
port Suggesting New Basis, 
to Congress. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 7.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt transmitted to Con- 
gress today a Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority report suggesting establish- 
ment of a “uniform principle of 
making _ inter-territoria] freight 
rates” as an aid to commercial de- 
velopment of that valley and the 
nation as a whole. 

The survey was conducted by the 
T V A under an executive order. 
The President forwarded to Con- 


gress a letter by Chairman Arthur 
E. Morgan of T V A briefly sum- 
marizing the report. 

Morgan said the survey showed 
the present regional freight rate 
structures, or boundaries, “consti- 
tute barriers against the free flow 
of commerce which are hampering 
and restricting the normal develop- 
ment of the nation as a whole by 
preventing a full utilization of the 
varied natural resources that exist 
= the different regions of the coun- 
ry.” 

“It reveals,” Morgan’s letter add- 
ed, “that the existence of these bar- 
riers tend to retard substantially 
the commercial and economic de- 
velopment of the Tennessee River 


drainage basin and adjoining areas 
in the South. 

“The report suggests that the es- 
tablishment of a uniform principle 
of making inter-territorial freight 
rates will aid the commercial de- 
velopment of such regions as the 
Tennessee Valley and redound to 
the benefit of the nation as a 
whole.” 

After stating there was “no na- 
tional freight rate structure, but 
rather a composite of regional 
structures,” Morgan said: 


“Our board initiated this study in 
the belief that a survey of the na- 
tional problem created by the ex- 
istence of these regional freight 
rate structures would be ‘useful to 
the Congress and to the _ several 
states in guiding and _ controlling 
the extent, sequence and nature of 
development’ of the Tennessee Val- 
ley region and adjoining areas 
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‘through the guidance and control 
of public authority

Soviet Leaders Predict 
Greater Accomplishment 


Than Total of Two Pre- 


vious Plans. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, June 7—The Soviet 
Union’s third five-year plan, de- 
signed this time “to overtake and 
surpass America,” was taking form 
in the hands of the nation’s indus- 
trial leaders yesterday. 

It probably will go into effect 
next Jan. 1, immediately on com- 
pletion of the second five-year plan. 
Preliminary data indicated there 
will be no let-up in the intensive, 
all-absorbing drive tc industrialize 
this technically backward nation 
within a single generation, 

In the offices, drafting rooms and 
shops of a thousand Soviet trusts 
and industries the planners were 
blue-printing the next phase of the 
industrial future of the sprawling 
union. 

Although the plans which must 
be submitted to the Kremlin by 
July 1 are incomplete, figures pub- 
lished indicate the Government 
hopes to accomplish more in the 
third period than the combined 
achievements of the first and sec- 
ond five-year plans. 


The seond plan already has been 
pronounced a success by Soviet of- 
ficials and the naticn’s industrial 
architects are looking forward to 
the seventh and eighth five-year 
plans that will not be finished un- 
til 1960 and 1965. 

The planners assume a population 
increase of 125,000,000 within the 
next 25 years to raise the present 
175,000,000 to 300,000,00. The Rus- 
sian birth rate has nearly doubled 
since the 1936 decree encouraging 
large families. 

The prime goal of the next period 

will be increase of Russian labor’s 
productivity, still admittedly ineffi- 
cient when compared with Ameri- 
can labor standards. 
“The American labor efficiency 
is two or three times higher than 
ours” is a frequent declaration of 
industrial officials who have been 
sent in a constant stream to the 
United States to learn about Amer- 
ican production. 

The Russians already are a little 
disdainful about the rest of Eu- 
rope, asserting that in key indus- 
tries they lead all other European 
nations. 

Much to Be Learned -From U. 8. 

“Europe can teach us little more; 
America can teach us much,” An- 
astos Mikoyan, Commissar of the 
Food Industry, declared when he 
returned from the United States re- 
cently. Many others have echoed 
his statement. 

Some observers believe this means 
the Soviet Union will concentrate 
its buying in the United States dur- 
ing the next five years, turning 
from Great Britain and Germany. 
Already there is a trend in that 
direction, the Russians showing 
their feeling that only the United 
States is big and experienced 
enough to appreciate Russia’s gi- 
8antic industrial problems. 

As during the first two five-year 
Plans the great emphasis of the 
third period apparently will be on 
capital goods construction, trans- 
portation, electrification, canal con- 
struction, airplanes and automo- 
biles and mining. 

The Soviet Union hoves to lead 


production, civil aviation and agri- 
cultural production before 1942. 
Leadership in tractor and thresh- 
ing combine production already is 
claimed, and airplane production is 
believed to be ahead of any other 
country. 
Auto Production.

The seond plan already has been 
pronounced a success by Soviet of- 
ficials and the naticn’s industrial

The planners assume a population 
increase of 125,000,000 within the 
next 25 years to raise the present 
175,000,000 to 300,000,00. The Rus- 
sian birth rate has nearly doubled 
since the 1936 decree encouraging 
large families. 

The prime goal of the next period 
will be increase of Russian labor’s 
productivity, still admittedly ineffi- 
cient when compared with Ameri- 
can labor standards. 

“The American labor efficiency 
is two or three times higher than 
ours” is a frequent declaration of 
industrial officials who have been 
sent in a constant stream to the 
United States to learn about Amer- 
ican production. 

The Russians already are a little 
disdainful about the rest of Eu- 
Tope, asserting that in key indus- 
tries they lead all other European 
nations. 

Much to Be Learned -From U. S. 

“Europe can teach us little more; 
America can teach us much,” An- 
astos Mikoyan, Commissar of the 
Food Industry, declared when he 
returned from the United States re- 
cently. Many others have echoed 
his statement. 

Some observers believe this means 
the Soviet Union will concentrate 
its buying in the United States dur- 
ing the next five years, turning 
from Great Britain and Germany. 
Already there is a trend in that 
direction, the Russians showing 
their feeling that only the United 
States is big and experienced 
enough to appreciate Russia’s gi- 
gantic industrial problems. 

As during the first two five-year 
Plans the great emphasis of the 
third period apparently will be on 
capital goods construction, trans- 
portation, electrification, canal con- 
struction, airplanes and automo- 
biles and mining. 

The Soviet Union hopes to lead

Production, civil aviation and agri- 
cultural production before 1942. 
Leadership in tractor and thresh- 
ing combine production already is 
claimed, and airplane production is 
believed to be ahead of any other 
country. 

Auto Production. 

Although a big increase in auto- 
mobile production is planned, it is 
believed the Russians will trail the 
United States in this field for many 
years, although now they are sec- 
ond only to Great Britain in Eu- 
rope. 

The complex State Planning Com- 
mission co-ordinates the national 
Program. Thousands of engineers 
under orders from the Kremlin 
work out both broad principles and 
essential details years in advance. 

oviet economists expect consum- 
ers goods—commodities which fill 
the ordinary needs of the average 
man—to become more plentiful, 
better and cheaper in the next five 
years.

Big Finds Made in Hunt 
For Sheba’s Lost Capital 


Several Walled Cities Uncovered — Many 
Flint Instruments and Rock 
Drawings Found.

PARIS, June 7. — The Franco-} 


American trans-Arabian Expedition 
which left Paris last December in 
search of the lost capital of the 
Queen of Sheba has ended the first 
part of its archeological work with 


the discovery of a new field of 
great importance in Eastern Ara- 
bia, according to word received 
from Oman from Count Francis 
Byron Khun de Prorok, leader of 
the expedition. 

Count de Prorok said thousands 
of flint instruments, hundreds of 
rock drawings and several walled 
cities had been found, indicating 
that the lost Biblical land off Ophir 
might well have been situated ‘in 
the region, once rich and populous. 
He added that exploration was 
made difficult by savage desert 
raiders. 

Four ancient skulls, as well as 
rare specimens of paleolithic imple- 
ments, will be brought back for 
study at the Anthropological Insti- 
tute at Paris. The Count said the 
expedition would return to Paris 
soon, after making a_ study of 
Phoenician remains on the islands 
off the coasts of Arabia and Iran. 

In October, he announced, the ex- 
pedition will return to continue its 
search for the capital of the Queen 
of Sheba. | 

Count de Prorok’s expedition, aft- 
er sailing from Marseilles last De- 


cember, proceeded to the coast of 
Yemen, whence it began the diffi- 
cult and dangerous trek overland by 
caravan of 200 camels through the 
great Arabian Desert. The Count 
had maps provided by Andre Mal- 
raux, French writer, who said he 
had seen a mysterious city from an 
airplane during a 900-mile flight 
across the desert in March, 1934. 

The expedition, which includes 
two Americans—Ellsworth Brown 
and Harold Atkinson—traveled by 
automobile to Sana, at the edge of 
the desert, where the change to 
camel transportation was made. 
Food for the caravan was sent 
ahead and buried in underground 
caches. It consisted chiefly of rice, 
dates and condensed milk. 

Before setting out, the members 
of the expedition said they would 
try to verify a legend that the 
Queen of Sheba’s capital was aban- 
doned after a large dam which ir- 
rigated Arabian fields burst in the 
sixth century, changing fertile land 
into desert. 

Count de Prorok, who is 41 years 
old, is an American citizen and has 
used the title of Count by courtesy 
since the death of an uncle, Count 
Theophile de Konerski de Prork, 
who adopted him. His father was 
Leon S. Kuhn, a naturalized Amer- 
ican. In 1923 he married Miss 
Alice Josephine Kenny, daughter 
of a New York contractor. The 
marriage ended in a Paris divorce 
in 1927. They had two children. 


PREMIER OF ALBERTA FACES 
DEFEAT ON HIS BUDGET 


Insurgent Forces Declare He Has 
Failed to Keep Social 
Credit Promises. 
EDMONTON, Alberta, June 7 
(Canadian Press).—Insurgent forces 
within the Social Credit party 
claimed enough votes today to de- 
feat the Government’s budget in the 

reconvening Legislature. 

The rebels, asserting Premier 
William Aberhart has failed to in- 
troduce the Social Credit principles 
on which the party was elected in 
1935, forced adjournment of the Leg- 
islature April 14. 

The budget was sidetracked at 
that time and a three-months’ sup- 
ply bill was passed. It elapses June 
14. The Legislature meets again 
today. 

Aberhart has not disclosed 
whether he will force the budget 
to a vote or modify it. A. V. Bour- 
cier, an insurgent leader, declared 
at a weekend meeting that any 
compromise between the Social 
Credit insurgents and those loyal to 
Aberhart is “out of the question” 
and that the Government must 
“come the whole way.” 

Aberhart has admitted temporary 
failure to establish the program 
on which the Social Credit party 
was elected. It promised “credit 
dividends” of $25 a month for all 
citizens of the province, an increase 
in consumers’ purchasing power and 
elimination of profiteering. 


CLUSTER OF GIANT NEBULAE 


SHOWN BY NEW.TELESCOPE : 


Dr. Zwicky Says Stars Are 25,800,- 
000 Light-Years From 
Earth. 

WASHINGTON, June 7.— Writ- 
ing in the proceedings of the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences, Dr. F. 
Zwicky of the California Institute 
of Technology says that a new clus- 
ter of giant. nebulae, 300 and 400 of 
them, lies in the constellation of 
Pisces about 25,800,000 light-years 
from the earth. aa 

A light-year is the distance light 
travels in a year at a speed of 136,- 
000 miles a second.) 

The new gronp is elliptical in 
shape, he says, the long diameter, 
which points east and west, being 
about 4,000,000 light years in length, 
and the distance across it about l1,- 
000,000 light-years. It is too faint 
for ordinary observation. 

The reason for studying and re- 
cording these star masses, he says. 
is that “clusters of nebulae repre- 
sent the largest aggregations of 
matter known. 

Dr. Zwicky says the _ discovery 
was made by a new telescope and 
camera, which covers a field of 
more than nine degrees of the sky 
and reaches out to stars 17 times 
fainter than man’s vision.

MUSSOLINI PARADES 


FLEET FOR NAZI GUEST 


Von Blomberg Sees 70 Massed 
Submarines in Mock Battle 
With Warships. 


ABOARD DESTROYER MAES- 
TRALE, Off Naples, June 7.—Pre- 
mier Mussolini displayed Italy’s na- 
val strength before Field Marshal 
Werner von Blomberg of Germany 
today. 

Seventy submarines were massed 
as part of the grand fleet of more 
than 150 warships assembled for 
the maneuvers, which were carried 
out at a minimum speed of 
30 miles an hour. 

Premier Mussolini chose a mock 
combat as the means of displaying 
Italy’s navy to Germany. He and 
Von Blomberg are believed to 
have co-ordinated Italian-German 
policy, particularly with respect to 
Spain, in conferences during the 
last few days. 

Mussolini in Yachtsman’s Cap.’ 

The Premier, wearing a _ white 
yachtman’s cap, met his guest at 
Gaeta just after sunrise. Together 
they boarded the Cruiser D’Aosta, 
flagship of the second squadron. 

On the quays at Gaeta, thousands 
of spectators cheered the fleet as it 
pointed toward Naples. 

The ships were scarcely out _ of 
harbor before they ran into the 
advance guard of the enemy, the 
defending fleet of submarines. 

Group after group of the under- 
water craft bobbed up near their 
path firing dummy torpedoes, 
Among them were 10 of Italy’s new- 
est submarines, named for cities in 
Ethiopia. 3 

Almost simultaneously the second 
attack wave began from sea and 
air. The leading squadron opened 
fire with its anti-aircraft guns, but 
was forced to maneuver to avoid 
the fleet of destroyers advancing at 
40 knots. 

Throughout the mock battle, Mus- 
solini and Von Blomberg stood at 
the rail.as the Premier carefully 
pointed out every phase of the 
combat. 

Big Moment of Battle. 

The culminating moment of the 
battle was the encounter between 
the advancing squadron and the 
capital ships of the defending 
squadron, consisting of six fast, 
heavy cruisers. 

The defending units, on sighting 
the attacking fleet, swung into bat- 
tle formation and, as Mussolini un- 
leashed the planes attached to the 
battle fleet, responded with an anti- 
aircraft barrage. 

After further maneuvers, the 
fleets joined and raced past the 
Capri into the Bay of Naples, where 
Mussolini and von Blomberg re 
viewed them.

FRENZIED FINANCE AND THE RAILROADS. 

Senator Truman of Missouri has not made many 
speeches, but he has just proved he can talk when 
he feels he has something to say. He has recently 
been acting as chairman of the Senate committee 
investigating railroad financing, in the absence of 
Senator Wheeler of Montana, who has been engaged 
in fighting the court-packing scheme. In that Ca- 
pacity, Mr. Truman has acquitted himself well. What 
he had learned during the hearings about the ways of 
holding companies and bankers in the tangled affairs 
of railroad finance was the subject of his remarks on 
the floor of the Senate. 

The Missouri Pacific and the Frisco railroads, he 
said, had been “deliberately looted by their financial 
agents.” The statement were more becoming in the 
summary, say, of a prosecuting attorney than in the 
report of an investigating officer, but such nicety 
of distinction may be waived, in the face of the long 
record of disclosures before the Senate committee 
and, previously, in the bankruptcy proceedings of 
both railroads in St. Louis and New York.

The people of St. Louis know what the bankers 
and the chairman of the board, E. N. Brown, did 
to the Frisco. It was the bankers and Brown who 
engineered the Frisco’s speculation in Rock Island 
stock. The thing happened in 1926—those “frabjous” 
days of Alice-in-Wonderland economy. There was a 
time when the Frisco could have sold those Rock 
Island shares and realized a profit of $10,000,000, 
and Mr. Kurn advised Chairman Brown to do it. 
His advice was ignored. So Frisco held on, and the 
profit of $10,000,000 became a loss of $10,000,000. 
But the Frisco bankers, Speyer & Co., who had 
joined in the “flyer,” sold their holdings at a profit 
of more than a million.

The court was overworked, the docket 
was congested—that was the sort of camouflage in 
which the plan for additional Judges was wrapped. 
The insincerity of this line of reasoning quickly 
became obvious. Mr. Hughes, in his letter to the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, delivered the final 
devastating thrust at the argument that the court 
needed help. 

The camouflage having been stripped away, the 
plan stood fully revealed for what it was and is— 
an effort to bend the court to the executive will. 
So the forest was there in plain view. The issue 
was clear. The issue is still clear. It is simple 
and understandable: Shall the court be packed? 
That is the issue, whether the proposal be to add 
five new Judges or two. 

If any Senator in opposition to the President’s 
original proposal allows himself to be lined up for 
a “compromise” on two Judges, he will be failing, 
indeed, to see the forest for the trees.

the first eight it characterizes as 
“cases of moral fraud,” the other 
three as “major instances in which 
the law itself permits individuals 


and corporations 


to avoid their 


equitable share of the tax burden.” 

The President, in his own com- 
ments, does not distinguish between 
the eight devices which the Treas 
ury describes as moral frauds and 
the three devices which it describes 
as unsound but manifestly legal un- 
der the existing law. He lumps them 
all together as involving the “de- 
cency of American morals.” Thus 
a mining corporation, which claims 
percentage depletion because Con- 
gress since 1933, in spite of the 
Treasury's recommendatiens, has 
refused to forbid such claims, is 
pilloried as unethical, unpatriotic 
and indecent along with the mil- 
lionaire who _ incorporated his! 
yacht. | 


The eight, devices which the 
Treasury itself describes as mioral 
frauds will bear looking into a lit- 
tle more closely. Device No. 2, for 
example, is “an ingenious scheme” 
by which two New York insurance 
agents have organized insurance 
companies in the Bahamas to which 
American tax-dodgers paid large 
premiums for policies and then im- 
mediately borrowed back practical- 
ly the entire sum. 

This scheme is enumerated in the 
list of devices which the Treasury 
calls “moral frauds.” But in de 
scribing it, Mr. Morgenthau says 
that “this fraud was discovered by 
the Treasury’s investigators and all 
the taxpayers have now submitted 
offers to pay the full amount of 
taxes evaded, plus interest.”

So we have with 
us again our old friend, the anti-jaywalking bill. 
This year’s version, introduced by Alderman White- 
law Terry, would impose a fine of $5 to $500 on 
offenders, and provides that pedestrians “shall not 
proceed in a careless manner that will endanger life 
and property.” 

Well, this idea got a pretty thorough‘ test in 1929, 
when it was in effect, or supposedly so, for 90 days. 
Pedestrians simply refused to be regimented and 
blandly disregarded it.

So 
after the 90 days, when the ordinance had been all 
but forgotten, it was repealed. Another effort, last 
year, was defeated in the Board of Aldermen by a 
vote of 17 to 4. 

Accidents, after all, are rare at traffic-signal cor- 
ners. If the path is clear, pedestrians will cross, 
ordinance or no ordinance. And if there is traffic, 
the ancient law of self-preseryation holds them back. 
No nuisance law is necessary. 

Nevertheless, the new bill is reported to have a 
good chance of passage. Have the Aldermen forgot- 
ten the fizzle of 1929? That. should have settled 
this absurd proposal for all time. Our files are open 
to any Alderman who wants to refresh his memory 
on what a farce this measure turned out to be 
when it received a try-out. 
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A PRINCETON CLUB REMEMBERS WILSON. 


The Princeton University Club of New York City 
has commemorated the thirty-fifth anniversary of the 
inauguration of Woodrow Wilson as president of 
Princeton and the twenty-fifth anniversary .of his 
inauguration as President of the United Statés in a 
manner that is most fitting. Under the guidance of 
Dr. James Thayer Gerould, librarian of Princeton 
University, the club has opened a reference work 
room in its quarters, furnished with 1000 volumes 
and a collection of Wilsoniana, both to be augmented 
from time to time. A portrait of the late President 
and a carved inscription on the mantel, “Princeton 
in the Nation’s Service,” which Wilson himself de- 
vised, indicate that the room has been dedicated to 
him.

WANTED to say a few words today on 
| tne subject of democracy and its rela- 

tion to our industrial conditions. I think 
right understanding of it is of very vital 
importance. But I have nothing to tell 
the House and what I say I have said on 
innumerable occasions, 

It has not always been reported, but very 


‘often it has been said at overflow meetings. 


I have never found an audience of work- 
ingmen indifferent to these matters. I have 
never had such audiences as those which 
have listened to such description as I was 
able to give them of my conception of a 
democratic state. 

We all ought to bear in mind—and this has 
reference to all industrial disputes—that 
democracy, which we all in varying degrees 
believe in, is quite the most difficult form 
of government that has probably ever been 
devised, and I doubt whether it has ever 
been achieved in its fullness in any country 
in the world yet. 

Autocracy is a very easy form of govern- 
ment, because we all have to do what we 
are told, and that means we are saved the 
trouble of thinking. Under democracy, 
every individual in some degree or another 
has to do his own thinking. On whether he 
thinks rightly or wrongly, the whole success 
or failure of that democracy will rest. 

~ ~ * 

When you come to the industrial side of 
it, this is how it strikes me. What is the 
alternative to collective bargaining? There 
is none except anarchy, and there are rare 
elements in the country that would like to 
see anarchy in the trade unions—in my 
view,, the most dangerous thing for the 
country that could happen. Another alter- 
native is force, but we may rule out force 
in this country and I would lay it down 
that, as long as the industrial system re- 
mains as it is, collective bargaining is the 
right thing. I have no doubt about that. 

And yet we all know in our hearts of 
hearts that it may be a clumsy method 
of settling disputes and that the last word 
has not been spoken. Some day, when we 
are all fit for democracy, we shall not need 
these aids, but certainly for my part and for 
as long as I can see ahead, unless there 
is that change in human nature which we 
are always hoping for, collective bargain- 
ing will be a necessity. 

You will find in modern civilization that, 
just as war has changed from being a strug- 
gle between. professional armies’ with 
civilians comparatively uninterested in it, 
so the weapons of industrial warfare have 
changed from weapons that affect compara- 
tively small localized bodies of men into 
weapons that affect directly men who have 
no concern whatever with the issue except 
perhaps natural sympathy with their own 
class. 7 

Doesn’t that show, just as the dangers 
of the modern world internationally show, 
that the one thing we must pray for in 
this country, not only in our statesmen but 
in our leaders of the trade unions and in 
the masters, is wisdom? What a chance it 
is for a particular employer or for a par- 
ticular man who may be chosen as the 
secretary of a big union! What a chance 


it is if, in addition to the gifts that make 
a successful business man and enable him 
to give valuable service to his union in dis- 
cussions and fights, which are inevitable, 
he has also wisdom and humanity that may 
lead him to successful peace, peace with 
honor at a time when smaller men might 
despair! I think no one in this house 
could gainsay that for a moment. 

I would also say one word about one of 
the protagonists in this dispute—the miners. 
Sympathy with the miners now in what- 
ever they may struggle for is not uncom- 
mon, but sympathy may not mean much and 
sympathy is sometimes tendered in a way 
that makes people wish to reject it. 

But I think that in recent years, despite 
all the troubles we have had, there has been 
a much better understanding among all 
classes in this country of each other’s lives 
and methods of thought. I think the re- 
cent debate showed throughout the House 
a real understanding of certain aspects of 
the miners’ life and sympathy, not of slop- 
py expression but arising from understand- 
ing, which is the only sympathy that is 
worth having.

I am going to make my last appeal in this 
House, and it is to that little handful of 
men who can decide whether there is going 
to be peace or strife. There are very few 
of them and they will be meeting my hon- 
orable friend (the Minister of: Mines) very 
shortly again. 

There is no doubt that today the feeling in 
totalitarian countries is, or they would like it 
to be, one of contempt for democracy. 
Coupled with that is the idea that a democ- 
racy must be a kind of decadent country in 
which there is no order, where industrial 
trouble is the order of the day and where 
people can never keep to a fixed purpose. 
There is a great deal that is ridiculous in 
that, but it is a dangerous belief for any 
country to have of another. 

There is in the world another feeling. Il 
think you will find this in America, in 
France and throughout all our dominions, 
and that is sympathy with and admiration 
for this country in the way she came 
through the great storm and blizzard some 
years ago and the way in which she is 
progressing, as they believe, with so little 
industrial strife. They feel that it is a great 
thing which marks off our country from 
other countries today. 

Except for those who love industrial strife 
for its own sake, and they are but few, that 
is indeed the greatest testimony to my 
mind that democracy is really functioning, 
when her children can see her come through 
these difficulties, some of which are very 
real, and settle them—a far harder thing 
than to fight. 

I appeal to the handful of men with whom 
rests peace or war to give the best present 
to the country that could be given at the 
moment and to do the one thing which 
would rejoice the hearts of all people who 
love this country—that is, to rend and dis- 
sipate this dark cloud which is gathered 
over us and show the people of the world 
that this democracy can still at least prac- 
tice the arts of peace in a world of strife.

ARTHUR DILLON, ARCHITECT, 
FORMER ST. LOUISAN, DIES 


Designer of Old St. Louis Club 
Building Succumbs at 67 in 
South Orange, N. J. 

Arthur Dillon, architect who de- 
signed the old St. Louis Blub build- 
ing at 3663 Lindell boulevard, and 
a descendant of early St. Louis 
families, died Saturday at his home 
in South Orange, N. J. He was 67 
years old. Funeral services will be 
held in South Orange tomorrow, 
and the body will be brought to St 
Louis for burial in Calvary Ceme- 
tery. , 

Mr. Dillon is survived by four sis- 
ers, Mrs. Jesse McDonald, 4542 
Pershing avenue, Mrs. Henry Bea- 
del of Tallahassee, Fla., and Miss 
Maude and Miss Blanche Dillon of 
South Orange. 

He left St. Louis more than 40 
years ago, and later returned to 
design the St. Louis Club Building, 
now occupied by an insurance com- 
pany.

The message itself contains a let- 
ter from the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury describing 11 devices for evad- 
ing taxes disclosed by “a prelim- 
inary examination” of the 1936 re-

devices into two broad divisions: 
the first eight it characterizes as 
“cases Of moral fraud,” the other 
three as “Major instances in which 
the law itself permits individuals 
and corporations to avoid their 
equitable share of the tax burden.” 
The President, in his own com- 
ments, does not distinguish between 
the eight devices which the Treas- 
ury describes as moral frauds and 
the three devices which it describes 
as unsound but manifestly legal un- 
der the existing law. He lumps them 
all together as involving the “de- 
cency of American morals.” Thus 
a mining corporation, which claims

The eight, devices which the 
Treasury itself describes as moral 
frauds will bear looking into a lit- 
tle more closely. Device No. 2, for 
example, is “an ingenious scheme” 
by which two New York insurance 
agents have organized insurance 
companies in the Bahamas to which 
American tax-dodgers paid large 
premiums for policies and then im- 
mediately borrowed back practical- 
ly the entire sum. 

This scheme is enumerated in the 
list of devices which the Treasury 
calls “moral frauds.” But in de- 
scribing it, Mr. Morgenthau says 
that “this fraud was discovered by 
the Treasury’s investigators and all 
the taxpayers have now submitted 
offers to pay the full amount of 
taxes evaded, plus interest.” 

So the Bahama insurance com- 
panies would appear to be not only 
moral frauds but legal frauds and 
to present no problem except that 
of efficient and honest’ enforce- 
ment of the existing law. 


Device No. 4 is the incorporation 
of yachts and country estates. Mr. 
Morgenthau describes this device 
as “dodging the express provisions 
of the law denying deductions for 
personal expenses.” But if the de- 
vice dodges the express provisions 
of the law, why does he not enforce 
the law? Why does he list this 
device as a moral fraud, implying 
that he is unable to deal with it, 
when he has already declared that 
it is unlawful? 

> > ” 

Device No. 5 is of the same sort. 
It consists in claiming deductions 
for loans that are not real loans, 
and for losses, as for example on a 
racing stable or a rich man’s chick- 
en farm, which are not real busi- 
ness losses. The impression Mr. 
Morgenthau gives is that this, too, 
is a moral fraud which he is un- 
able to deal with under the law. 
But does he really mean that? Does 
he really mean to say that the law 
does not enable him to refuse de- 
ductions on fake loans and fake 
losses? 

Device No. 7 is that of the fake 
partnership, exemplified by the 
brokerage house which, in order to 


split the family income, made two 
little boys and two little girls part- 
ners. Does Mr. Morgenthau wish 
us to believe he cannot stop that 
under the existing law? Why does 
he cal] this a moral fraud when 
it is a patent legal fraud? 
*” os a 


The four other devices which are 
listed as moral frauds may possibly 
be real examples of using the let- 
ter of the law to defeat its intent. 
Mr. Morgenthau does not commit 
himself as to whether they are le- 
gal or not. But the net result of 
even a cursory examination of his 
report shows that out of 11 de- 
vices listed, three are admittedly 
lawful, four are plainly unlawful, 
and four are of uncertain legality. 

But what kind of Government 
procedure is it which lumps to- 
gether in one omnibus of moral in- 
dignation acts that are plainly law- 
ful, acts that are plainly unlaw- 
ful, and acts that may or may not 
be lawful? Is that not on its face 
evidence either of complete confu- 
sion of mind or of incapacity to 
distinguish things that are quite 
different, or of a lack of the desire 
to do justice under the law? 

Unhappily, it is only too evident 
that this message is another exam- 
ple, like the one on judicial reform, 
of misleading argument eniployed 
indirectly to achieve an unavowed 
purpose. What the President wants 
is the authority from Congress to 
put “a minority of rich individuals” 
on trial before a committee. 

No distinction is made by the 
President, and none apparently 
would be made by the committee, 
between those individuals who have 
broken the law, those who have 
obeyed the law and those who have 
taken advantage of the uncertainty 
of the law. They are all to be 
dealt with together and in that 
“feeling of indignation” which rec- 
ognizes no difference between law- 
ful and unlawful behavior. 

These individuals are to be tried, 
not in a court of law before an in- 
dependent Judge, by a jury of their 
peers and with the protection of 
counsel and the rules of evidence. 
but by a drumhead court-martial of 
politicians enforcing, not the law of 
the land, but their own ideas of 
what is ethical and patriotic and in 
accord with “the spirit of the law.” 

* * . 

Is it surprising that throughout 
the country there exists already a 
deep suspicion that the objective is 
not law enforcement and revenue 
but political propaganda designed 
to create popular prejudice and 
strengthen the administration’s 
weakened political position? For is 
there not a very remarkable resem- 
blance between the technique of 
Dr. Goebbels’ sudden concern with 
immoral practices in the monaster- 
ies and this sudden move to pick 
out here and there conspicuous rich 
men and lynch them without ben- 
efit of law? 

For my part, I do not like that 
kind of government, and if any one 
wants to believe that I say this be- 
cause I wish to protect rich tax- 


dodgers, he is welcome to say so,

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but it will not be true. The essence 


'of the matter is that this is not 


the way to conduct lawful govern- 
ment. The complete confusion of 
the President’s indignation in lump- 
ing together unlawful and lawful 
acts is the proof that he is not

answer to Minister of Propaganda 
Joseph Paul Goebbels’ recent state 
ment that the wave of immorality 
trials indicated church conditions 
the worst in history. 

The Catholic reply stated that 
only 58 of the 25,635 priests in Ger- 
many are involved in the trials, 
“less than one-fourth of one per 
cent of one priest in every 500.” 

Hitler Speaks to 150,000. 

Fuehrer Hitler made his answer 
almost simultaneously. Speaking 
to 120,000 Brownshirts at Regens- 
burg, he declared he would never 
permit religious dissension to tear 
Nazi Germany asunder. 

He recalled the strife and devas- 
tation of the 30 years’ war. “There 
are some who would like to see it 
happen in Germany again—but that 
attempt will fail, too,” Hitler pro- 
claimed. 

Hitler, in addition to demanding 
a cessation of religious strife, told 
his Brownshirt audience Germany 
has no intention of relinquishing 
her armed security. 

“It was a pleasure for me to hear 
the other day from the mouth of a 
British statesman,” he said, “that 
Great Britain can regard itself in 
a position to defend peace only if 
it is strongly armed. That is ex- 
actly how | feel about Germany.” 
“Steel Shield of Armed Might.” 
Hitler spoke at the unveiling of a 
bust of Anton Bruckner, Austrian 
composer, in the famous “German 
Valhalla”—near Regensburg. 

Hitler vehemently rejected the 
idea that industrial development is 
crippled by Germany’s rearmament. 

“There could be no commercial 
enterprise if the steel shield of 
national armed might were not 
held protectively over it,” he de- 
clared. “If anyone tells us we can- 
not carry the load much longer, let 
him hear the answer: 

“The German will carry his steel 
helmet—in any case as long as oth- 
ers do.” 

Rosenberg: on ‘Moral Right.’ 

Hitler’s chief philosopher, Dr. Al- 
fred Rosenberg, leader of the neo- 
Pagan movement, attacked “church- 
ly hypocrites” at a mass meeting 
near Hanover. 

He declared the Nazi party had 
earned “the moral right to take the 
education of German youth under 
its own wing” because national So- 
cialists “jumped into the breach” 
against post-war Communist mobs. 

The education of German Cath- 
olic youths is one of the principal 
issues between church authorities 
and the Government.

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PROPOSAL FOR US 
MD TO INDIGENT SI 


Idea Put Before House of Del- 
egates of American Medical 
Association. 


By the Associated Press. 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., June 7. 
—A proposal to invite the Federal 
Government to contribute for the 
medical care of the indigent was 
leid before the House of Delegates 


of the American Medical Associa- 
tion here today by the Medical 
Society of the State of New York. 

The A. M. A. has been opposed 
to Federal action in this connec- 
tion and has favored state and com- 
munity aid instead. The fear has 
been voiced that acceptance of 
United States Government funds 
would lead ultimately to Federal 
and political dictation over medical 
education. To meet this objection, 
the New York resolution proposed 
that the Government money for 
medical aid should be given only 
with the approval of the medical 
profession in the locality affected. 

The resolution also declared in 
favor of an independent Federal 
Department of Health—a proposal 
in line with the adopted policy 
of the A. M. A. 

The resolution was referred to an 
executive session of the House of 
Delegates tomorrow afternoon. 

Problems of health insurance, 
which the medical profession has 
opposed, also are e~ »,ected to be dis- 
cussed in conference. 

The question of what the State 
should do in the field of personal 


medical care was discussed today. 

“It would be apparent. that 
medical care is a »roblem not alien 
to the purpose of the Government,” 
said Dr. Charles Gordon Heyd of 
New York, president of the associa 
tion, in an address. | 

Dr. Heyd charged that hospitals 
with paid physicians were practic- 
ing medicine. These same hospitals, 
he said, are likely to appeal to the 
State for support because their 
funds are diminishing. Such a 
course, he said, would end to de- 
stroy free and competitive medi- 
cine, and to bring on politica] con- 
trol. 

The board of trustees of the as- 
sociation recommended a Federal 
Department of Health, at the same 
time protesting against including 
Government health activities under 
a department of social welfare. 

The Bureau of Medical Econ- 
omics criticised hospital insurance 
plans. There are 56 groups already 
organized with 700,000 membership, 
and 34 more groups proposed. The 
bureau declared the groups had got 
away from the original idea of as- 
sisting persons of limited means, 
that they are prospering now with 
new members joining but may face 
troubles when the fresh fields are 
exhausted.

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Patsy Kelly Gets Lots 


HOLLYWOOD, June 5. 

T IS unlikely that anyone who 
saw Patsy Kelly in her bon voy- 
age scene in “Flying Colors” a 
‘few years ago will forget her par- 
‘ticular brand of humor, dempn- 
strated in the exasperation of a 
girl about to sail whose shipboard 
| guests refuse to depart. Since then 
‘she has been making a name for 
| herself in films, having started do- 
‘ing short comedies for Hal Roach 
‘but more recently features. 

It is refreshing to find her as 
‘natural and friendly off screen as 
she is on. Although “the innumer- 
‘able Kellys,” including her father, 
live here, and she misses New York 
with its West Side, her playground 
as a child, she says she has grown 
fond of Hollywood during her three 
years here, and finds working in 
picture studios a lot of fun. 

She is one of the few players 
satisfied with her lot, and doesn’t 
yearn for anything except to be a 
good comedian. 

“I guess I’d like to play straight 
parts if I could,” she said, “but I’m 
happy doing comedy, and if they'll 
have me, I hope to continue it a 
long time.” 

She got her most valuable experi- 
ence with Frank Fay, with whom 
she appeared in vaudeville. Fay,

Here I am 
paying her a big salary, and see

debt of gratitude I can never re- 
pay.”

JEFFERSON CITY, June 8.—The 
House bloc of both Democrats and 
Republicans which has been fight- 
ing to inject politics into the Casey 
bill creating a State social security 
commission, capitulated to the Sen- 


ate today, abandoned their efforts, 
and the House finally passed the 
bill. It now goes to the Governor 
for approval. 

The vote on final passage, after 
adoption of a joint Conference Com- 
mittee report, was 117 to 5. The

was gicven the Federal Govern- 
ment likely would withhold from 
Missouri approximately $18,500,000 
in anticipated Federal grants in 
1937 and 1938, if a House amend- 
ment forcing politics into social 
security administration remained 
in the measure. 
Senate Adopted Report. 


Earlier in the day the Senate 
adopted the Conference Committee 
report, striking out the objection- 
able House amendment, and _ re- 
passed the bill as amended. 

The five House members whio 
voted against final passage of the 
bill were Representatives Brown of 
Harrison County, Collins of Ozark 
County, Skaggs of Howell County, 
Spearman of Miller County, all Re- 
publicans, and Downing of Knox 
County, Democrat. 

The commission created by the 
bill will control all old-age pension, 
relief and children’s aid expendi- 
tures in Missouri, which will 
amount to approximately $45,000,- 
000 for this biennial period. 

The amendment from which the 
House receded would have required 
the secretary of each county social 
security board to have been a resi- 
dent of the county for four years 
before his appointment, and would 
have prevented transfers of such 
employes. 

The victory ot the Senate for a 
bill which has been described as 
the most forward-looking passed 
by the Legislature in recent years, 
is distinctly a victory for Senator 
Casey of Kansas City, who intro- 


GD eves it, and Senator McReynolds 


of Carthage, who co-operated in its 
preparation and took a leading part 
in the floor fight for its passage. 

Though there was little effective 
opposition in the Senate, the bill 
met a severe set-back in the House, 
where a group of rural members, 
fighting for political patronage, ob- 
tained the adoption of an amend- 
ment requiring that the secretary, 
or administrative officer of each 
county Social Security Board, 
Should have been a resident of the 
county for four years before ap- 
pointment. 


Struck at Bill’s Vitals. 


Although the amendment on its 
face did not appear dangerous, it 
actually struck at the vitals of the 
bill, which had been passed by the 


' Senate in a form to eliminate all 

politics from the administration of 
Social Security in the State. Under 
the Senate bill a business-like ad- 
ministration through persons train- 
ed in social welfare work, and bar- 
ring all politics, was contemplated. 

The House amendment meant 
that trained social workers would 
be largely eliminated in the pre- 
liminary investigations of appli- 
cants for old age pensions and re- 
lief, that these investigators would 
be selected on the recommendation 


} Of local politicians. 


Political administration of old-age 
Pensions during the last two years 
has resulted in Missouri’s having a 
much larger pension roll than other 
States several times its size. An in- 


Park’s special Social Security Com- 
mission disclosed that persons were 
Placed on the pension rolls for po- 
litical reason, that many were not 
entitled to pensions, and that many 


Who were entitled to go on the rolls 
were barred because the funds 
were exhausted after paying those 
On the padded rolls. 

Shockley Led Opposition. 

The leaders of the opposition in 
the House were Representatives 
Shockley of Pulaski County and Os- 
burn of Shelby County, Democrats, 
and Clymer of Crawford County, 
Republican.
